The four years spent m 
college should be lour years both of men- 
tal, social and physical development in 
order that the greatest possible ntnn- 
bcr of students .should be graduated ft'lly 
equipped in health and physical 'I'.m-ss 
lo do tlieii subsc<|ii<'Ut wo-k siiv-c;!.-.- 
inlly and to their own sati; ■sct:on. 
Therefore, an essential part of the college 
curriculum and college life is to provide 
means whereby this physical de\'elop 
nient may be ojicii to every individual 
student. .Ml other considerations must 
be subverted to thii. 

Physical fitness is as essential a part 
of college life as lectures. Games are 
almost as \^luablc as tc.\t-bookf. îo 
must concede to athletic sports a prom- 
inent, important and material position 
in any. man's college lifç. This does. not 
carry 'with it •'the conclusion that other 
things should be ovdrlookcd because 
healthy sports arc encouraged. 

.•Sports involve competition, competition 
involves training, and contests involve 
and give healthy stimulus to collegq 
spirit. The problem is how best sports 
can be regulated 'so that the value of 
athletics and out-door exerci.<e is fully 
secured, college spirit stimulated, and 
still not over-shadow the more serious 
phases of a studn't's .çollege-rai^ttr! ': 

For my ovm part, I Save .il'itaple 
ideas on the subject. I believe in ool- 
Icge athletics, in intercollegiate football 
and inter-college contests of all kinds. I 
believe in them just as thoroughly as I 
believe in examinations Or tntro-college 
or inter-college activities, but I do not 
believe' in ovcr-organiration to the eX' 
tent that sports become a too important 
phase of a student's career to the detri- 
ment of other developments he shohid 
be attempting to prosecute at the same 
time. A game should be played initially 
for the game's sake, for the love of f.xer- 
cise, and the love of healthy out-door 
competition. An excellence is obtained, 
the competition becomes niore acute and 
the public interest intensified. T60 grca,t 
public interest means specialization in 
sports, and too great specialization and 
the organization • necessary to make it 
effective take a large measure of the 
natural glamor from it. In English uni 
versities, I am informed, it is common 
for almost, every student to indtilgcc in 
sonic form of atlilctic activity, most 
times involving competition with other 
students but .cotnpclition of a character 
that does not excite gre.it public interest 
and is, therefore, carried on without the 
stimulus of newspaper propaganda and 
huge lines of spectators. In the United 
States the reverse is the case.. In the 
sports in which the public take* an in 
tcrcst there is great specialization and 
tremendous public and news.napcr dis- 
cussion. In the result we see verj- 
young boys between the ages of seven- 
teen and twenty-one coinpeting before 
audiences of bet\*'eeti forty and iighty 
'tliousand people, large amounts of money 
are involved and the expense and re- 
ceipts of the athletic organizations arc 
enormous. • 

To my Ttrind the question is largely 
one of which is in,, the be&t interest 
of the students individually and of the 
student body and of the college it- 
self—the English or the .American sys- 
tem? My own view is in favor of the 
English system, and the reason- 1 hold 
it is that I believe it induces sufficient 
athletic excellence and has a much 
more \Wdespread physical benefit to 
the students as a whole than the Amer- 
ican system. Tlic question could be 
elaborated at great length, but these 
few suggestions are only put forth very 
diffidently with the idea of provoking 
the vicAVts of ithose more able to apeak 
with more recent and more firât-hand 
knowledge. 
TheSé 'suggestions arc: 
1. — TO 'do away with the syilcin of 
iirofesalonal or graduate; coaches, or if 
this is impossible, restrict the coach 
iog to-'gr^dirates of recent years who

v If wc hear cries on one side of the lack of support for this or 
for that acti\-ity, on another of the indifference of the nnrlergraduatc 
towards the success of an athletic season, on still, another of the 
difficulty of promoting this or that new undertaking, wc ought not 
at once to throw up our hands in dismay, and look upon the student 
as an irresponsible scapegoat, prodigal of his opportunities and care- 
less of his responsibilities. First of all, we should study the position 
held by the activity in question at the university ; decide if it is es- 
sential; if .so, whether or not its management is being so conducted 
as to make the most of the field open to it. Lastly, let us determine 
if, through the l.ick of cither of these requisites — place in undergrad- 
uate life, or efficiency in conduct — it is being displaced by its more 
able competitors: whether or not the relation it bears to college life

In- 
ïa^d, like that to which it is compared, the activity may be tenacious 
i and hardy, it may employ various means in an attempt to justify its 
continuance in the student sphere, but would be, on that account, 
none the less unproductive. W'c want no "stunted spruce" in our 
activities. 

Let us regard with distrust, then, that organization which is 
maintained mostly by lengthy "stories" in the college paper; let us 
beware of that society which is constantly decrying its failure to 
attract a capacitj- attendance ; let us bear in mind that the fault is 
as apt to lie at the source of the lament as with those against whom 
it is aimed. Some day there will appear — surely optimistic predic- 
tions ought not to be excluded from an editorial column — in the 
"Daily" an unobstrusivc notice, in an out of the way corner, advising 
alltHat there will be a gathering of such and such a society in the 
auditorium, but imploring all tlipsc who have, or can arrange other 
engagements, to give them first consideration, inasmuch as the last 
gathering was overcrowded, and> that, while the executive will cater 
to the desires of the students in every possible manner, thej; realize 
that quality of the discussion should be sought before number in 
the audience. .'\t that meeting, do mc need to remind the patient 
reader, will be found every undergraduate of the university. And, 
we believe, rightly so: for if there were nothing else to commend it 
its uniqueness would.

.Mexandtfr Wolcott, ' noted critic and 
dramatic writer for the New York Her' 
aid. recently discussed for the Princeton 
an the benefits which I^inccton would 
derive from the pos.^ession ot an ade- 
quate playhouse. The Interview comes 
as a sequel to some statements made by 
Mr. Wolcott in a review of "A School 
for .Scandal" as presented on Dec, 18tli. 
n this article while he praised the work 
f the actors, he depored the dilïicult 
comlitions under which they had to per- 
form . 

The Casino," he said, "may have been 
useful as an arsenal, but it was probably 
dining the French .nnd Indian wars." In 
Ihe present article Mr, Wolcott goes on 
to outline the way. in whiili .America is 
divided irito thcitrical districts, and de- 
scribes how the wants of each arc kept 
supplied. His complete statement fol- 
lows : 

'My article on 'A School for Scandal' 
was written from' the point of view of a 
(lerson not living in Princeton and, how- 
ever discouraging I may, have thought 
the conditions, I was at least given the 
opportunity of scchig an "e.xcellent pre- 
sentation of 'A School for Scandall'" 

I wrote of it afterwards, wilh'alj a 
Broadway itc's sympathy for the innocent 
and guileless actors, thinking that they 
were going to share, in the very impres- 
sive revival of a classic at a great Uni- 
versity, found themselves doing the kind 
of bartistorming that is identified with 
stage-coach days in the mining camps. 

'Kvcn a stranger who went into the 
Casino and lived to tell the talc would 
see how advantageous to Princeton it 
wotihl be if some kind-hearted alumnus 
should present both college and town 
with an adequate theatre. Whether 
such a theatre in a community of Prince- 
ton's si^c could be made or kept self- 
supporting is a matter of considerable 
conjcctme. 

"Just as a man confronted with the 
opportunity to buy a case of gin might 
be given cause by consiileration of the 
fact tliat what he needs is a ton of coal 
so doubtless many members of the 
Princeton Faculty would feel that a hy 
pothetical gift of $200,000 to the Uni 
versity miglit he put lo more «tseful ad- 
vantages. Perhaps a theatre for Prince 
ton ought to be set down as a lu.xnry. 

While a production is on the road it 
performs in a good many cities which 
though they are of large population and 
furnish intelligent audiences, are only 
visited by first-das.s jjlays once or twice 
year. There is no ethical reason why 
New York should be depended upon to 
allay the starvation' of such cities for 
good dramatic fare, but really New York 
doesn't furnish plays to anybody — it 
doesn't even furnish all of its own. .Ml 
that it supplies is the audience, and that 
is all tliat is nciccs'sary. In justice, then, 
it can' be said that any community can 
have a theatre. Two things only are ne- 
cessary : one, the building; the other, 
' the people to till it. 

"If by any means such a luxury could 
be procungd for Princeton, ft woiild 
seem to an outsider a good idea to have 
such an auditorium constructed ias could 
be. used cither for the delivery of con- 
cert sor lectures the projection of pic- 
tures, or the pcrforrmance of plays. . 

"It is also more than possible tltat some 
producers would like, from time to time, 
to try out in Princeton instead of send- 
ing their plays to SjTacusc. New Haven, 
or Atlantic City, though this, I must con- 
fess, would be a dubious benefit. 

"However, the fact that if the Uni 
versity were able to confer solemnly with 
\ugustus Thomas, it could probably be 
^irranged for six of the outstanding pro 
dtictions of die season to come down to 
Princeton, and give 'command perform 
auccs'. Such performances could best 
take place on Sunday nights, though they 
might also be arranged for Mondays. 
There are always a, number of plays 
that can be given in any good permanent 
setting. The University would, of 
course, have to recognize such occur 
.renccs as cvrnt.s and attend thcni with all 
due' pomp and cercinonj-; — Daily Prince- 
lotiian.

Personality Determines the

Some very interesting information in 
regard to .~onic of thi- instiliilions and 
custom,-, of Smitli Collcgr v.;is learned 
by a "Daily" reportor yesterday from 
Miss Ella Smith, M.A., McGtll grad- 
uate of 1905, late of Suninicrvillc Col- 
lege, Oxford, and at prcsnn on tlic 
staff of the History Department of 
Smith ColIcRc. 

Smith College i.s the largest women's 
college in the United Statc^ and has 
an enrollment of about two thousand 
students. Some of the students arc 
wealthy, but 'there is a large group of 
RÎrls who are p\itting themselves 
through, a;ul claboralc pruvi.-ions are 
made at this college to cnabl<- them lo 
do so. The work h earrird on through 
an appointment bureau which receives 
applications for work. Sometimes girls 
arc employed in doing eleriral work iVir 
members of the statf: also there is a 
branch post office in which the work 
is done entirely by .«^tiidents. 

About one-half of the students board 
in the campus houses. One of these, 
the Lawrence llousr, is reserved f<)r 
girls who arc lujlting themselves 
throiigli ci-'llepi'. Arjinisjinn to it is 
granted on .•([)poi;i"ni.-i;; li\ the Dean 
for scholarsiiip and need.

.•\ Vocational Confcience of about 
three days' diiratiun is hebl every au- 
tunni. at whieh repieseiitativcs of var- 
ious proiVf ,-ioii, addresM tiie under- 
graduates and discussions are held in 
regard to individual openings. 

One of the most pieturcsqnc features 

ul the life of tlie eullegi i;, tile "step 
singing" i.-iiidnetrd by the students in 
llic stiiiuniT evi iiin^js. K;ich cîasi coii- 
Ii;ibute3 to this and many topical al- 
lusions arc introduced. Dramatics arc 
encouraged to a very grfat «vctcnt and 
various clubs put on plays, sonic of 
which are often original. 

Recently attempts have been made 
to foster a spirit of internationalism, 
as is evidenced in the encouragement 
given ito French students by mcatis of 
.scholarships and aso to Armenian stu- 
dents. 

.•\fler hearing this alluring descrip- 
tion of Smith College the reporter was 
tempted to ask .Miss Smith's opinion of 
co-oducation. She said 'that although 
there were many advantages in a sep- 
ar.-itc college such as Smith, she did 
not disfa\-or ro-edncation. Thiy, she 
said, \\ork> splendidly at Oxford, 
where the men and women attend lec- 
tures together. Lecture? ■there form a 
much smaller part of the course than 
they do at ^IrCill, and are largely re- 
placed by weekly essays which are giv- 
en to the tirtors and discussed by them 
with the student alone or with two 
students together. .\s there is no dis- 
cussion in lectures co-cducation con- 
stitutes no check to discussion whait- 
evcr. At Smith College the girls unite 
with the nieii's colleges in social life, 
but Miss Smith believes it is good for 
the men .ind women students to meet 
on intellectual groinids as well.
